Waar is naw known ‘aé the Picnio,Cass 
was decided at the Magistracy yester- 
day and considerable interest has been 
felt in the lengthy. decision ‘given by 
Captain astings. The. reason why 
apecial interest wes taken’ in the pro- 
ceedings was this, that all the European 
gentlemen who formed the’ party wore 
well-known and respectable . citizens, 
ood they behaved in the samo manner 
towarde the, rowdy coxswair as ninety- 
ning out of rary: hundred European 
residents would have done. There is 
not 9 particle of evidence to justify the 
insinuation that the Europeans develop- 
ed the slightest shadow of rowdyism, 
and every! jing was done to secure the 
safety of all concerned and of the 
steam-launch. It is uot necessary to 
analyse the evidance. Two Chinamen 
on deck (the engineer was. below most 
of tha time) give an admittedly exag- 
gerated story of assault,” To, meet that 
chart » the Suropeine bring aa aecusa- 
tion of disorderly conduct against the 
coxswain, and the evidence of four 
Europeans is pitted against the gross 
exaggerations (to say the.least) of the 
Chinese. Even tho Magistrate himself, 
almost admity the’ existence of an 
equality of culpability as regards the 
charges made against all the partied.’ 
But tho offence (if such it'is)‘which 
appears to have weighed go much with 
Captain Hastings in his decision is tha 
removal from duty of the impudent and 
uoruly coxswain, who it seems is in 
possession of 2 certificate froni the 

arbour Department. The removal of 
the coxswain from duty, for causes 
which seemed sufficient to the Buro- 
peans on board, was not effected 
until the hirer of tha launch had 
been: assaulted by the coxswain, and 
doubtless tha business . of deposing 
the coxswain was accelerated , his 
disorderly conduct. It seems, there 
fore, that Messrs Fraser and Wood 
have been punished severely for having, 
according to the Magistrate's roliog, 
taken unlawful possession of the steam- 
launch in o ‘wantonly stupid’ fashion. 
By so adjudicating the case it would 
appear that Captain Hastings passed 


on from the original charge to one of a | 


much more grave character. Indeed, the 
latter part of the Magistrate's deliver. 
ance reads as if he had tacked on‘an 
extract from the ae of s Marine 
Court in a case of alleged piracy. Now 
what did the so-called piracy or-anlaw- 
fal possession amount to? Captain 
Tillett is, we believe, one of the ex- 
eminers of officers who come fceward. as 
candidates for masters’ and mates’ certi- 
ficates. That gentleman at once took 
charge of the vessel when the coxswain 
was deposed: and no, one will question the 
fact that the boat was then in far better 
hands than it was whem under charge 
of quarrelsome and mutinous native.” 
If any piracy has to be purged in this 
case, then surely the worthy. shipmaster 
(Captain Tillett) whe assumed charge, 
‘took the wheel and steered the ship 
safely'to the wharf, is the pereon to be 
proceaded against, But tho Magistrate 
could not logically carry his ruling thus 
fur: he even admits that Captain ‘Til. 
lett’s presence minimised the danger, 
prevented 2. catastrophe, and enabled 
tha Court to take. lenient. view of the 
ease.
